General Staff Major 
Sneers at War Pow-

AMSTERDAM, Oct. 17.-The Weser 
Zeitung of Bremen publishes an article 
by Maj. Hoffe of the German genéral 
staff on the effect the entrance of the 
United States will have on the war. 
After reviewing the difficulties of the 
United States in training and transport- 
ing troops to Europe, he declares that 
the American military possibilities may 
safely be ignored by Germany. 

“Before the declaration of war,” he 
says, “the military resources of the 
United States consisted of an insuffi- 
clently trained regular army of only 
100.000 and a national guard of 120,000, 
hardly trained at all. The various meas-

Washington, D. C., Oct. 17.— [Special.] 
~The experiences of Willett Charles 
Smith in a German prison camp, and 
his adventurous escape to Sweden, 
which were described by James O’Don- 
nell Bennett in THs TRIBUNE Tuesday, 
were officially reported to the state de- 
partment today by Ira Nelson Morris, 
American minister in Sweden. 

Smith was a horseman on the British 
steamer Esmeralda, which was captured 
by the German raider Moewe in March, 
the minister said, and was placed in an 
internment camp at Kiel, from which he 
managed to escape. 

Smith said that without the food 
packages sent by the Y. M. C. A. and 
the Red Cross, prisoners would not be 
able to live, as the daily food ration 
consists of a slice of black, sour bread, 
a drink called coffee for breakfast, 
and for dinner and supper about a pint 
and a half of warm soup, apparently 
consisting of water and

THE PARIS CONFERENCE. 

The great war has compelled the United States 
to abandon its old policy of international isola- 
tion. It becomes increasingly, clear that we could 
only preserve our detachment by the sacrifice of 
our hecurity. Now that we have assumed a new 
role in world politics, we cannot afford to play it 
half-heartedly or with reluctance and hesitation. 

Up to the present time the state department 
has ruled against sending representatives to vari- 
ous conferences of the allied nations on the ground 
that the United States is not concerned with 


an echo of the pre-war conception of national ad- 
vantage. It is announced, however, that the gov- 
ernment is likely to reverse its previous position, 
with a view to participating in the forthcoming 
conferencé at Paris. 

It would seem to be the part of wisdom for the 
government to do so. We have a very vital in- 
terest in the decisions of these conferences. It 
is true we are not fighting to reconstruct the map 
of Europe, but for that very reason we should 
exercise our influence in shaping the war aims 
of our allles. We do not propose to interfere with 
the ambition of France to regain Alsace-Lorraine 
if that can be accomplished without -prolonging 
the war beyond the accomplishment of our own 
purposes, and the same rule applies with respect 
to similar ambitions of other allied nations. But 
we cannot afford to give tacit approval to any 
program of annexation and dismemberment as an 
end in itself. We must make it plain that we do 
not propose to sacrifice a single dollar or a single 
soldier for the sole purpose of redistributing 
European territory. Ay 

Our own security is the primary object. It is 
not a selfish object because our security 1b de- 
pendent in a large measure on the security of 
democratic governments throughout the world. 
The restoration of Belgium is important because 
in German hands it is a menace to democratic 
security. In 80 far as territorial redistribution is 
necessary for the protection of ourselves and our 
allies, it is justified and we are willing to fight 
for it, but no further. 8 N 

It is our manifest duty, if only for the sake of 
honest dealing, to make these things clear to our 
allies.

Not only his age protected him in the giving 
of this brusque lesson in manners, but also his 
enthusiasm, and, furthermore, something in the 
comsciousness of the offending citizens, They know 
instinctively that there is something wrong in 
their attitude, but for the most part they are gov- 
erned by inertia. | 

They do not know that the hat ought to be held 
over the heart, even if they have a faint idea that 
it ought not to be on the head when the flag passes. 
A great many Americans are reluctant to make 
a demonstration unless they have lost their iden- 
tity in a crowd of people demonstrating emotion. 

Inertia and reluctance govern in American 
masses hereabouts. We are trying to break down 
the inertia and convert the reluctance into a 
habit of respect because the inertia is painful and 
damaging and because the habit is important and 
beneficial. . 

If citizens who appreciate the spiritual im- 
portance of a proper attitude towards the symbol 
of nationality take the matter in their own hands, 
the force of their example soon will establish the 
proper habit and the convention will be respected. 
It will be obeyed where it now is neglected. 

It is desirable to intensify the consciousness 
of nationality in the United States. This nation 
is engaged in the greatest task of nationalization 
ever attempted. It is trying to put its traditions 
in the place of many traditions, to absorb wholly 
the affections of aliens who are to be citizens, to 
establish its ideals as the controlling ideals. | 
The flag is the symbol of these traditions, af- 
fections, and ideals; and disregard of it hurts the 
nationalizing process. 


VENEZUELA—INGRATE. 

Of the nineteen Latin-American republics, two 
are at war with Germany. Cuba's declaration 
dates from April 7, Panama's from April 10. Ten 
have severed relations—Bolivia, Brazil, Chile, Costa 
Rica, Guatemala, Hayti, Honduras, Nicaragua, 
Peru, Uruguay. Four—Argentina, Ecuador, Para- 
guay, and Salvador—are neutral, but favor the 
United States. Two—Colombia and Mexico—are 
neutral and favor neither side.

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WHAT WE LEARN FROM 
SOLDIERS. 

N the civil war typhoid fever took 

the lives of thousands. In 1898, 

among our 160,000 troops, there were 

more than 20,000 cases of typhoid 
and almost 3,000 deaths from the one 
disease. In 1916 among our 170,000 
troops at the Mexican front there were 
seventeen cases of typhoid fever and 
not a single death. Among our several 
hundred thousand troops now in camps 
there will be no typhoid fever. Typhoid 
will not be a menace to our soldiers in 
the field. Pvery soldier is vaccinated 
against typhoid. 

The typhoid rate in the rural districts 
among the civilian population is not far 
from 35 per 100,000. The city typhoid 
rates range from 1 to 100 per 100,000. The 
civilian population can learn from the 
army that typhoid fever is an unneces- 
sary disease. The way to prevent it 
has been demonstrated now on several 
million people. It has worked in all 
‘the great European armies as well as in 
that of the United States. It would 
work almost equally well in tne civilian 


— 

The army has no smallpox. They 
have had none for nearly twenty years. 
Smalipox has not troubled a single Eu- 
ropean army on the western front. The 
soldiers are all vaccinated against 
smallpox. The civilian population is 
considerably menaced by smallpox. In 
Chicago there. have been more than 100 
cases this year. Cases have continued 
to develop right through the hot 
| It will be remembered that 
smallpox continuing to develop through 
the hot season in an unvac inated cum- 
munity was the basis of my prediction 
of an epidemic of smallpox at Niagara 
Falls several years ago, a prediction 
made several months in advance.

Prince Adolf Wrede, on the strength 
of the dissolution of his marriage by 
the Bavarian courts, thereupon con- 
tracted a second marriage, with a Span- 
ish South American, whose maiden 
name was Carmen de Alvear y Pacheco, 
widow of Apolinario de Benitez of 
Buenos Aires. 

This second Princess Wrede has had a 
career of almost as peculiar a char- 
acter as that of her predecessor. She 
first attracted attention in Europe by 
being cited as co-respondent in the un- 
successful lawsuit brought against the 
late Sir William Abdy by his eccentric 
first wife. !

Mme. de Benitez traveled all the way 
from Buenos Aires to London to testify 
in court to the fact not only that she was 
innocent of any wrongdoing with Sir 
William Abdy, who was a helpless crip- | 
ple, but that she had never even set 
eyes upon him or upon his wife, both of 

hom were perfect strangers to her. 
She explained in court that the sole rea- 
son that had led her to take any notice 
of the affair was the persecution to 
which she had been subjected for sev- 
eral years previously in South America 
by Lady Abdy, who had addressed let- 
ters to her and to her friends containing 
the most slanderous charges against her. 

Mme: de Benitez on marrying Prince 
Adolf Wrede settled down with him at 
Madrid. The attractions of Spain palled 
after a time on the prince and princess, 
and accordingly they rented the estate 
of Bassedow in Mécklenburg-Schwerin 
from Count Frederick Hahn. ‘There it 
developed that the Spanish-American 
Princess Adolf Wrede was a klepto- 
maniac, and in consequence of informa- 
tion furnished by a revengeful servant 
who had been discharged, the police 
made a descent upon the chateau, where 
they found an immense quantity of sil- 
ver, bric-A-brac, and linen stolen from 
most of the leading hotels of Europe.

Chicago, Oct. 17.—{Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—Your editorial, “For Universal 
Military Service,” is one of the fairest, 
clearest, and most convincing state- 
ments that has so far appeared in your 
great paper upon this subject. We have 
expended approximately $300,000,000 for 
cantonments in which to train the na- 
tional army. Under the law, when these 
men are trained, they are to be demol- 
ished in regular course. These plants 
should be used for training younger 
men along the lines set forth in the 
Chamberlain bill for universal military 
training. 


Our allies are holding back the enemy, 
giving us time in which to make some 
preparation. We may never again be 
so fortunate. Usually a declaration of 
war is almost simultaneous with the 
opening of hostilities. Under such con- 
ditions our enemy would have been upon 
us within a few weeks at the most and 
would have found us helpless. 
We are yery fortunate in one other 
thing, ahd that is, for several years we 
have been furnishing the allies with mu- 
nitions and war supplies. We have the 
machinery and the skilled labor to turn 
out war necessities in large quantities 
upon short notice. This condition may 
never exist again. Its value cannot be 
overstated. 
Universal military training will do 
more to break down caste, to. remove 
misconceptions, break up the stratifica- 
tion into which our civilization is form- 
ing, check the lines of cleavage that are 
becoming more and more apparent, in- 
tegrate us into a real nation, and make 
democracy a living thing instead of an 
empty pretense, than any other one 
thing. | a 
In conclusion, let us not be deluded 
with the hope of a universal and perma- 
nent peace. So long as men are selfish, 
so long as population presses and na- 
tions need room to expand, so long as 
there are nations whose ambition is “a 
place in the sun,“ so long as there is 
arp rivalry to control the world’s 
trade, so long wars will be. When we 
reach the time when, in faith and prac- 
tice, we recognize the fatherhood of God 
and the brotherhood of man, then, and 
then only, may we hope for a universal 
and permanent peace. When that time 
comes, doors will need no locks and 
banks will need no vaults to protect 
their treasures—but that time seems a 
long way off. '

charges of inefficiency against the mem- 
bers of the committee's efficiency. staff.

was Mr. Faherty’s offer. 

Let the committee issue a statement 
exonerating the board and myself from 
any charges made in the Baker report, 
and then I will ask for the withdrawal 
of the charges against the efficiency 
etaff,”’ said Mr. Faherty. 

The Baker report made serious charges 
against the board. It declared that its 
paving inspectors were inefficient and 
that the quality of paving in many in- 
stances was not up to the standard speci- 
fied by the board.
